Hunt made it clear however, 
that “we have retained all our 
animals and will continue op­ 
erating 
our 
circus 
animal 
farm which we opened to the 
general public last May.” 


The announcement 
of 
the 
sale will serve as a bitter pill 
to circus buffs throughout the 
eastern part of the U n i t e d 
States who have faithfully wit­ 
nessed Hunt Brothers presen­ 


tations for almost three quar­ 
ters of a century. 


I housands 
of 
Americans 
will miss the pink lemonade, 
cracker jack, clowns, stirring 
band music, acts and animals 
which delighted young and old 
alike 
throughout 
the 
e a s t 
coast route traveled annually 
by the Hunt Brothers Circus. 
Ranging from north of Bos­ 
ton to Virginia, their 
lively 
“ big top” has 
followed 
the 
great American tradition. 


The late Charles T. Hunt 
Sr. organized the Hunt Broth­ 
ers Circus in 1892. He died 
Sept. ll, 1957 at the Florence 
w inter 
quarters. 
Since 
h i ti 
death, he has been named to 
the Circus Hall of Fame. His 
career in big top entertain­ 
ment earned him the title of 
“ Mr. Circus.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Bureau of Mines today report­ 
ed its investigative findings of 
the coal mini' cave-in at Shepp­ 
ton. Pa., this summer resulting 
in the death of Louis Bova and 
the dram atic rescue of two fel­ 
low miners, David Fellin and 
Henry Throne. 
“ The 
consensus 
of 
investi­ 
gators is that the accident oc­ 
curred because the mining of 
coal from the pillar supporting 
the 
slope 
(entrance 
passage­ 
way) weakened the pillar to the 
point where it collapsed,” the 
report said. 
Another conclusion was that 
tho lack of a second surface 
opening from the underground 
workings prevented Fellin and 
Throne from escaping. 
The report on the federal in­ 
vestigation recounted what hap­ 
pened from the time the three 
miners went underground the 
morning of Aug. 13 until Aug. 
27 when Fellin and Throne were 
pulled out through a hole drilled 
to them from the surface. Res­ 
cue 
workers 
were 
unable to 
reach Bova, trapped alone. 
Among 
recommendations 
in 
the Bureau of Mines report; 
—“ In any mine, 
a 
separate 
traveling 
opening, 
maintained 
in safe condition, should be pro­ 
vided from each section of un­ 
derground workings to the sur­ 
face.” 
—‘‘A preshift examination of 
the mine workings for dangers 
should be made not more than 
four hours prior to each shift, 
and the results of such exam i­ 
nations should be properly re­ 
corded in a book kept on the 
surface. The on-shift exam ina­ 
tions for dangers during any 
shift should be made by a cer­ 
tified mine examiner.” 


—“ An accurate map of un­ 
derground workings should 
he 
available at the mine.”
